Cass Shreib, general manager 
of the Ontario humane society, 
explained that the society is a 
nonprofit, privately-owned oper- 
ation with an unsalaried Board of 
Directors operating it, Cur- 
rently the society serves Ontario, 
Chino and Montclair, The shel- 
ter’s main source of revenue is 
from license fees, although it 
does receive a small subsidy 
from the City of Chino, accord- 
ing to Shreib, 

The society opened in 1954 
and just contracted with Ontario, 
Shortly after opening, Chino be- 
gan contracting with them and in 
1959 Montclair was also included, 

Shreib reported that the ety 
held a ground-breaking last wee 
for a new building which will 
enlarge their present facilities 
and accomodate over 100 addi- 
tional animals, The new build- 
ing is scheduled for completion 
by summer 73, 

“In this general area Upland 
is the only city with its own 
pound and an animal control de- 
partment under the police depart- 
ment,”” Shreib said, 

The Ontario society keeps dogs 
an average of eight days be- 
fore putting them to sleep, Up- 
land is supposed to keep dogs 
dn the pound 72 hours (three 
days) before they can be legal- 
ly disposed, 

The society runs a daily clas- 
sified ad in local newspapers

Last year the Ontario Boys 
Club branch was closed due to 
a lack of funding, Boys in the 
Ontario club are now being bussed 
daily to the Upland Branch, 

Fifteen year old Tim Mackey 
of Ontario has been a member 
of the club since he wae eight 
years old, ‘“‘It get my life in 
a completely new direction,” he 
said, Mackey said the adults who 
operate the club are like rela- 
tives, For $1 a year, any boy 
from 7 to 17 can become amem- 
ber of the “family”® whose prime 
thrust is guidance, 

The club offers a variety of 
programs from sports activities 
to camping trips and arts and 
crafts activities, Gregg said that 
many of the boys who come tothe 
club are often confused and mixed 
up. ““Some are looking for a place 
to go, Some for a father image, 
some for friends. 


advertising the adoption aspect 
of the shelter, Shreib explained 
that healthy dogs were available 
for adoption on the fourth day 
after they’ve been impounded, 
**Normally we don’t put animals 
to sleep under five days,”” said 
Shrieb, In circumstances where 
dogs are hurt or sickly, it’s 
sometimes necessary to put them 
to sleep sooner, 

“Cats are a different story,” 
Shreib said, Since cats aren't 
under a leash law and because of 
the great number of strays, many 
are put to sleep -- many are 
brought in by their owners to be 
put to sleep, 

The society has three humane 
officers with radio units in the 
field eight hours a day, 365 
days a year and a light crew on 
duty Saturdays, Shreib explained 
that the officers respond to citi- 
zens’ calla which are dispatched 
to them on the radio units from 
the main shelter in Ontario, In 
cases of serious problems, all 
three officers concentrate in one 
area, but normally a con= 
tinually patrolling the three-city 
area, The county also con- 

tracts with the shelter for the un- 
incorporated areas--Alta Loma, 
Cucamonga and Etiwanda, Ra- 
bies control officers from the 
county bring animals to the shel- 
ter from those areas, 

On after hours and Sundays, 
citizens are urged to contact 
the Ontario Police Department 
for complaints and the society 
will provide a round-the-clock 
emergency service for problems 
or injured animals, During fis- 
cal year ’71~’72 the shelter sold 
13,218 licenses within the three 
Cities, 17,000 dogs were adopted 
out, 480 cats were adopted, 
4,831 dogs were put to sleep 
and 2,837 cats were put to sleep, 
Total number of animals im- 
pounded was 13,853 for the year, 


Shreib said the dog license 
fees are $4 for a male and $6 
for a female and $3 for a spayed 
female, Since Upland increased 
its license fees last year, the 
charges are the same now, 

Shreib said the shelter had of- 
fered the shelter service to Up- 
land several times in the past, 
but they haven’t desired it, He 
said the cost to residents would 
be exactly the game, since the 
license charge is all that’s in- 
volved, 


Lewis Covers 
A Variety 
Of Subjects 


San Bernardino County As- 
semblyman Jerry Lewis touched 
on a variety of subjects during 
last week's breakfast meeting 
or Upland Chamber of Commerce 
held at the Uplander Hotel, 

About air pollution he 
“*We have to determine where the 


solutions lie and how much it will 


cost the consumer,’ 

““There’s going to have to be an 
inspection system and that sys- 
tem will cost every individual 
a lot more than he’s probably 
willing to pay,”” he said, 

Lewis said that five years ago 
few in Sacramento even knew 
what the word ecology meant 
and at least pollution problems 
are being widely discussed to- 
day, He said he feels little has 
been done towards educating the 
common individual what can be 
done in a cooperative effort, 

He mentioned a “progressive 
move” now underway in Sacra- 
mento to make sure every com- 
mittee meeting is held in open 
sessions and that roll call votes 
are always taken, Many com- 
mittee meetings used to take 
place in closed sessions pre- 
viously, he said, “*People’s busi- 
ness should and must be done 
publicly, “‘Lewis emphasized, 

When asked abo.t the recently 
organized governmental body 
called SANBAG (San Bernardino 
County Association of Govern- 
ments), Lewis praised the con- 
cept and said it provided a means 
for getting city and county offi- 
Ciale talking about possible state 
legislation that affects the county, 

The Republican legislator also 
told the chamber members why 
he introduced a bill thia year 
which would allow the county to 
withdraw from SCAG (Southern 
California Association of Gov- 
ernments) and atill qualify for 
state funding, 

“In no way does this legis- 
lation intend that we automatical- 
ly withdraw from SCAG,” he said, 

The reason for the bill is to 
provide the county that option 
if SCAG pushes for taxing power 
in the future, Lewis added that 
some problems like air pollution 
cover the entire SCAG area but 
other problems do not, 

“‘The solutions in one area 
don’t necessarily solve the prob- 
‘ems of another area,”* he said,

USD's '73-’74 Tax Rate To Drop 


Residents of the Upland School 
District will probably receive 
a 9-cent tax cut per $100 as- 
sessed Valuation for the ‘73- 
“74 school year, 

The good news was made pub- 
lic at last week’s monthly school 
board meeting, No action was 
taken on the preliminary budget 
last Tuesday because two board 
members were absent and needed 
to study it before voting, The 
90-cent figure, however, doesn’t 
account for school district em- 
ployee salary increases or other 
adjustments that could result in 
a smaller tax reduction, 

But, regardless of adjuetments 
that will be made before the 
school district adopts the final 
budget this August, it does ap- 
pear that Upland resideme will 
get some type of a tax break, 

The Upland district is the bene- 


factor of Senate Bill 90, which 
aimed at “equality of ex- 
penditures™ regardless of acom- 
munity’s tax base, 

Thus, the Upland School Dis- 
trict, despite ita relatively lit- 
tle industrial or other large tax 
Sources, expects to recelve ape 
proximately $1 million ad- 
ditional state apportionment 
funds in school year ‘73- 
‘74, The apportionment jumped 
from an estimated $1,446,000 
last year to $2,481,495 antici- 
pated for next year, 

Revenue from local property 
tax for next school year is es- 
timated at $1,170,000, $547,000 
less than last year, according 
to the district’s preliminary bud- 
get. 
aoe asked to review the 

get, district Business Manag- 
er Glen Hardy said the prelim- 


inary budget, presented, would 
result in a 90-cent tax reduce 
tion, He stressed that the 90- 
cent figure was only tentative, 
The board must study and then 
adopt the preliminary budget, 
Then the budget will be examined 
through June and July, when it 
will become a tentative and then 
publication budget, 

Thus, the budget could be modi- 
fled--and this could be reflected 
in a tax cut of leas than 90 
cents, 

The preliminary budget does 
not provide for cost-of-living or 
salary-rate increases, for dis 
trict teachers or office work- 
ers, Hardy pointed out, 

But both the certified and 
Classified groups have submit- 
ted requests to the board for 
12,5 percent salary hikes and 
other benefits, 


Hardy said these request will 
be the subject of meet-and-con- 
fer sessions, and the board will 
decide If salary increases are 
appropriate, 

In other action last week, the 
board adopted a new clase sche- 
dule for Upland and Pioneer 
junior high schools, Under the 
new schedule, students will take 
four mandatory classes~-math, 
English, social studies and phy- 
sical educrtion, 

Of the six dally class periods, 
two periods will be filled with 
electives, to be selected by par- 
ents, 

The board also adopted a sum- 
mer school schedule, Summer 
classes will be held from June 
20 until July 25, from 8 am,

County Seeks To Up 
Flood Control Funds 


Hernardino County 
Supervisors has @p- 
proved a formal request to be 
made in Washington, D.C, next 
week by the Flood Control Dis- 
trict seeking to increase the al- 
location for local flood control 
projects in the President's pro- 
posed budget by $2,420,000, 

President Nixon's budget pro- 
posal for fiscal 1973-74 current- 
iy includes $4,028,000 for flood 
control work in San Bernardino 
County, while the Flood Control 
District is seeking $6,448,000 and 
has obtained the support of the 
California State Water Commis- 
sion in that effort, 

The largest discrepancy be- 
tween the county’ s request and the 
proposed budget concerns the 
amount of federal funda to be 
apent on the $29 million Lytle and 
Warm Creeka project which is 
currently under construction to 
provide conerete channel from 
north of Poothill Blvd, through 
San Bernardino and intothe Santa 
Ana River, 

The President's proposal calls 
for $3,370,000 while the Flood 
Gontrol District will need $5,- 


The San 
Hoard of 


670,000 to complete the project s 
third construction phase, 
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Flood Control District officials 
point out that failure to complete 
the third phase will create a seri- 
ous hazard by temporarily ending 
the concrete channel short of the 
Santa Ana River in a highly de- 
veloped area of San Bernardino, 

Officials also noted that failure 
to provide the necessary Federal 
funda for 1973-74 would undoubt- 
edly delay work currently planned 
for fiscal 1974-75, 

The balance for the county's 
requested increase is for an ad- 
ditional $120,000 for the continu- 
ation of the Santa Ana Basin In- 
vestigation currently budgeted 
for $260,000, 

Included in the investigation

numbers of young people

Retirement plan direc- 
tor for John Hancock Mu- 
tual Life Ins, Co,, Charles 
A, Clifford, said, “Too 
many self-employed per- 
sons are reluctant to 
check into this tax-shel- 
tered program because 
they incorrectly assume 
it is overly technical and 
dift icult to get started, 

‘The law permits self- 
employed individuals to 
set aSide a portion of 
their income for retire- 
ment (up to 10 percent of 
earned income or $2,500,

An organism smaller 
than most bacteria poses 
the greatest threat today 
to California’s orange and 
grapefruit industries, ac- 
cording to a noted plant 
pathologist at the Univer- 
sity of California, River- 
side, 


New to science and 
recently named ‘“‘Sprio- 
plasma cirri,” the or- 


ganism apparently causes 
stubborn disease of 
citrus, The filaments 
the organism has been 
observed to send out 
spiral in the sieve tubes 
of bark on infected citrus 
trees, 

Dr, E.C, Calavan, UCR 
professor of plant pa- 
thology and an interna- 
tionaliy recognized au- 
thority on citrus di- 
seases, estimates that 
between one and two mil- 
lion California citrus 
trees are a infected 
with stubborn disease, 

The disease is in- 
sidious in that it usually 
does not kill trees 
but does make them un- 
productive and damages 
fruit quality, It is be- 
lieved to spread natural- 
ly in orchards as well 
as through transmission 
by one or more unidenti- 
fied insect vectors, 

“We're not able to 
dodge this disease by 
using a resistant root- 
stock the way we’ve been 
able to with some other 
citrus diseases,” the 
UCR scientist said, No 
field treatment has been 
found to date that can 
correct stubborn disease 
in citrus, Research along 
this line is in progress 
on the Riverside campus, 

Dr, Calavan summar- 
ized the stubborn disease 
picture in California for 
citrus growers and their 
wives attending the Na- 
tional Orange Show annual 
Citrus Institute Day pro- 


gram, 
Citrus varieties at- 
tacked by the stubborn 


disease pathogen in Cal- 
ifornia, according to the 


plant pathologist, pri- 
marily are sweet or- 
anges, grapefruit and 
some tangelo varieites, 
and, occasionally but not 
often, lemons and man- 
darins,

““The disease does not 
appear to be a threat 
yet to the lemon indus- 
try,” Dr, Calavan repor- 


ted, ae near 
the coast, In fact, it 
does not appear to be a 


severe hazard along the 
coast to the orange or 
the grapefruit industries 
although one does see di- 
sease trees in that 
area,” 

The spiroplasma cau- 
ses a yellowing of tree 
leaves so mild that stub- 
born rarely is —— 
for what it is, a yellows 
disease, according to Dr, 
Calavan, ““The disease,” 
he said, “‘can result ‘in 
a stunted, dense tree that 
produces few fruit, 

“*Sometimes, the infec- 
tion occurs several years 
after a tree is planted in 
the orchard, Inthat case, 
we frequently see the 
symptoms confined to the 
top of the tree or to one 
or several branches, and 
that condition may per- 
sist for several years 
with the pathogen ap- 
parently unable to get 
throughout the tree in suf- 
ficient population to cause 
severe disease,” 

Stubborn disease ap- 
pears to be most pre- 
valent and severe in hot 
areas, inthe Riverside, 
San Bernardino, Corona, 
and Coachella Valley 
areas, the UCR research- 
er noted, infected trees of 
orange varieties, es- 
pecially navels, will bear 
few, if any, ‘fruit, In 
the southern San Joaquin 
Valley, he added, theten- 
dency is somewhat the 
aame, “‘Incooler areas, 
Dr, Calavan said, “these 
trees tend to bear par- 
tial crops, and disease is 
less severe,” 

Fruit of diseased trees

Minority Loans Urged 


The Los Angeles Dis- 
trict Office of the Small 
Business Administration 
today issued an urgent 
call for additional loan 
applications from minor- 
ity businessmen and wo- 
men, 

According to Edward 
W. Jenks, Los Angeles 
District Director, SBA is 
authorized to guarantee 
bank loans to minority 
borrowers of up to $350,- 
000, This quarter, he said, 
the Los Angeles Office 
is left with a whopping 
$12 million in guarantee 
power, 

*“This $12 million is 
not ‘hard cash’ that we 
can loan directly to appli- 
cants,”” Jenks feginted out, 
“It is the authority, given 
to us by the SBA Central 
Office in Washington 
D.C,, to gurantee minor- 
ity enterprise loans made 
by banks, This fiscal 
year, the Los Angeles 
Office was empowered to 


guarantee up to $35.9 
million in loans, This 
limit was based on our 


last year’s performance, 
the minority population in 
our District, and the Ad- 
ministrations goal of 
bringing minority repre- 
sentation in the business 
community up to par 
with its share inthe over- 
all population,” 

““Although we have al- 
ready guaranteed, and 
loaned directly, over $22 
million to minority bor- 
rowers this year, a8 com- 
pared to a total figure 
of $18 million for 1972, 
we are still substantially 
below target, That means 
we have just two months 
to guarantee $12 million 
in loans to minority bor- 
rowers,” 

Jenks explained that the 
remaining $12 million 
would be loaned in co- 
operation with banks and 
other private lending in- 
stitutions, ‘“‘The banker 
is the one who actually 
receives the borrower’s 
application and reviews 
his loan package, If he 
decides to make the loan, 
he passes the package on 
to us for our evaluation, 
We participate by guaran- 
teeing the repayment 
of the loan up to 904% The 
bank then dispurses the 
funds,”’ 

According to Jenks, the 
Los Angeles SBA Office 
launched an ambitious 
program of bank rela- 
tions last month, ‘“‘Our 
aim is to talk with cor- 
porate banking officials 
and branch managers 
particularly those located 
in minority areas, about 
the minority enterprise 
lending program, We 


hope that by explaining 
the advantages, purposes 
and guidelines of the pro- 
gram we will encourage 
reater participation 
rom the private sector,”” 
Jenks noted that two 
factors have hampered 
SBA’s ability to funnel 
more funds into minority 
owned and operated 
enterprise, “First, SBA 
can no longer make a 100 
percemt guarantee on a 
minority enterprise loan, 
a factor which in the past 
has enabled banks to make 
loans without risk of los- 
ing money, Second, bud- 
get cutbacks have severe- 
ly curtailed our direst 
funds, so we are basical- 
ly limited to bank parti- 
cipation loans,” 
Nevertheless, Jenks 
emphasized that his office 
is committed to en- 
couraging and assisting 


minority entrepre- 
neurs in any way pos- 
sible, “Our programs 


encompass a much wider 
field than simply lending 
money,” he said, “‘Fi- 
nancing is only the first 
step, From then on we 
do everything we can to 
make the business suc- 
cessful,” 

Jenks said that SBA 
sponsors business work- 
shops, conducts clinics 
and seminars in spe- 
cialized fields, andoffers 
management training and 
technical adivce, 

“SBA also retains out- 
side consulting firms un- 
der our 406 program, 
These firms work direct- 
ly with the individual SBA 
borrower free of charge, 
They do everything from 
conducting management 
training of the premises 
to installing accounting 
systems,”” 

For minority business- 
men in the manufacturing 
and service industries, 
SBA can also provide help 
in procuring government 
contracts, Under Section 
8 (a) of the Small Busi- 
ness Act, SBA Is aurhor- 
ized to act a8 prime con- 
tractor for certain types 
of goods and services and 
to subcontract orders to 
individual small firms, 

Since lack of financing 
has been the biggest ob- 
stacle for minority.busi- 
nessmen, minority enter- 
prise loans are processed 
under relaxed equity cri- 
terla, 

“It has been our ex- 
perience that a borrower 
with, say, 20 percent in- 
vestment capital will be 
just as likely to succeed 
as a borrower with 50 
percent,” Jenks com- 
mented, ‘“‘Inother words, 
the fallure rate does not

Survival of the come 
munity newepapers that 
uncover local corruption 
and crime -- ‘‘the local 
Watergate scandals’’ ~~ 
is being threatened by un- 
paralleled hikes in sec- 
ond class postal rates, 
Sen. Alan Cranston (D) 
of California told a gath- 
ering of small-town pub- 
lishers recently, 

“Practically every day 
community newspapers 
with circulations of lesa 
than 25,000 expose local 
corruption and wrong do~ 
ing,”’ Cranston said, 
“Ehey are the community 
newspapers that bring to 
light the local Watergate 
acandala; the bribery of 
city officials, the drug 
trafficking in schools, and 
even subversive plans by 
extremist groupa,”’ 

“Yet the existence of 
many of these newspa- 
pen plus the jobs of the 

$0,000 Americans who 
work for them, is being 
threatened by plans ofthe 
Postal Service to increase 
their distribution coats 
by 127 percent through 
boosts in second-class 
mailing ratea,’’ Cranston 
said, 

A 33<1/3 percent in- 
crease in rates has al- 
ready gone into effect and 
a similar increase is 
Planned in July, Cranston 
said, Further increases 
are acheduled between 
then and 1976, 

He pointed out that eco- 
nomic pressures have 
killed or caused the con- 
sOlidation of 605 com- 
munity newspapers in the 
past 10 years, 

Cranston, a former 
correspondent for the In- 
ternational News Ser~- 
vice, is cosponsoring a 
bill (S,630) with Sen, Gay- 
lord Nelson (Db) of Wis- 
conain, to roll back sec- 
Ond-class rates tothe Ju- 
ly 1972 level before the 
increases started, A 
companion House mea- 
Sure by Rep, Morris Udall 
(>) of Arizona is expected 
to be reported out atm 
mittee this fall, 

Cranston spoke before 
a joint meeting of the Na- 
tional Newspaper Ass'n 
and the MGD Graphic Sys- 
tems division of the Rock- 
well International Corp, 
at the National Press 
Club, 

“There are now only 
some 7,553 community 
newspapers that reach 
nearly 32 million sub 
scribers,”” Cranston 
pointed out, “In many 
communities they are the 
Only source of local news 
=~ and they are often the 
only publication devoted 
exclusively to the better- 
ment of the community in 
which they publish,” 

One of the local Water- 
gates that has received 
national attention, Cran- 
ston continued, involved 
Mrs. Hazel Brannon 
Smith, publisher of the 
Lexington, Miss, Adver-

tiser, who was honored 
by the National Newspa- 
per Ass’n just before 
Cranston spoke, 

‘Her courageous expo- 
sure of the hite Citi-

Cranston said, ‘But the 
exposures also have 
caused an economic boy- 
cott of her newspaper, 
the burning of her news- 
paper plant and threats 
against her life, To Mra, 
Smith, the postal increa- 
ses are another crippling 
blow to her fight to stay 
in business,” 

In California, Cranston 
said, many of the more 
than 700 community 
newspapers frequently 
expose local abuses, 
Mary Ellen Corbett, pub- 
lisher of the Valley Grove 
News in Spring Valley, 
exposed a militant s0- 
called ‘Secret Army Or- 
ganization’’ that was an 
Outgrowth of the Minute- 
men, Soon after her dis- 
closures last year, a 
number Of people were 
arrested on charges 
ranging from possession 
of firearms to sniping. 
Explosives and detonat- 
ing equipment also were 
seized, 

Also last year The Uni- 
on of Grass Valley in 
Northern California ex- 
posed misrepresen- 
tations in the sale of re- 
creational community 
home sites, One corpor- 
ation was forced to make 
a $55 million out-of-court 
settlement to compensate 
for unfulfilled promises, 

As financial pressures 
on community newspa- 
pers continue to mount 
and staffs are cut, inves- 
tigative reporting be- 
comes more and more 
difficult, Cranston said, 

In the case of the bi- 
weekly Auburn Journal in 
Placer County, Califor- 
nia, second-class mail- 
ing costs went up $52 per 
week last year, Cranston 
Said, In June 1972, the 
Journal Was paying about 
$170 a week in second- 
class mailing rates, They 
now pay about $224 a week 
and by 1976 == if all the 
— boosts go into ef- 
ect == they will pay an 


estimated $420 a week, 
“On some community 
newspapers, $420 would 
pay the salary of three 
soporte rs,"” Cranston 
said, 


The weekly Delano Re- 
cord saw its second-class 
postal bill go up more 
than $300 this year, And 
the Sonoma Index -Tri- 
bune had an increase of 
more than $700, Cran- 
ston reported, “Combine

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‘Fat’ Is Studied For Retainage Features 


A unique stacy of fat 
by a University of South- 
ern California scientist 
is taking a micro- 
scopically detailed look at 
larded cells in the body, 
their blood supply and the 
factors which regulate the 
storage or withdrawai of 
fat from the body, 

Although not aimed at 
the problem of obesity, 
this investigation by Dr, 


Kathryn W. Ballard, 
assistant professor of 
Physiology at the USC 


School of Medicine, may 
nevertheless increase the 
understanding of some of 
its frustrating riddles-- 
for example, why some 
people who don’t overeat 
gain weight on a diet that 
keeps others slim and 
healthy, 

It could contribute also 
to the understanding of 
more serious diseases 
caused by hidden fat, 

Everyone, even the 
thinnest of us, has fat 
stored throughout the 
body. Certain parts of 
the body have larger fat 
depots than others, as 
for instance the subcuta- 
neous cushions of fat in 
women’s hips and buttocks 
and, in both sexes, pads 
of fat stored around each 
kidney, around the heart 
and at other vital areas, 

The regulation and 
function of depots which 
surround some but not all 
organs is still unknown, 
Instead of fulfilling a pri- 
mary role inenergy stor- 
age, they may serve as 
buffers or as supporting 
tissue to hold the organ 
in place, In any Case, 
fat in different locations 
seems to serve different 
purposes, 

r. Ballard, who is 
studying fat tissue where- 
ever located, and whether 
in heavy or lightweights, 
has found marked dif- 
ferences in the vascular 
response and metabolic 
behavior of fat depots in 
different parts of the 
body, a finding which 
bears out the supposition 
that they have different 
functions, 

Her study is unusual 
in several respects, 
Working with a grant from 
the Los Angeles County 
Heart Association, she is 
focusing on the capil- 
laries in fat, the tiniest, 
millionth - of - an = 
inch-wide blood vessels 
which take care of the 
cells and the equally mi- 
croscopic nerves con- 
trolling the capillaries, 

She hopes to find out 
what happens inside the 
capillaries during per- 
iods of exercise, rest 
overeating, fasting and 
other kinds of stress, as 
a wa) of learning how such 
physiological conditions 
can affect the blood flow 
in fat tissue and the 
breakdown and dispersal 
of fat, 

Only two or three other 
scientists in the world 
have approached the 
capillary circulation in fat 
as an area of research, 
Dr, Ballard is exchang- 
ing ideas, through core 
respondence and periodic 
visits, with one of them 
--Dr, Sune Roswell, a 
pharmacologist of the 
Karolinska Institute in 
Sweden, where she car- 
ried on postdoctoral stu- 


ried on postdoctoral 
studies in 1968, 

Their collaboration is 
complementary, The 
Swedish pharmacologist 
contributes his better in- 
terpretation of the cir- 
culation’s reaction to 
drugs; and the Califor- 
nia physiologist her ex- 
pert understanding of the 
functional geometry of 
vessels (the relation of 
vascular patterns to func- 
tion), 

Until now no one else 
seems to have realized, 
or else everyone elsehas 
forgotten, that fat has a 
blood supply just like all 
other tissue, Perhaps 
this is because when fat 
is cut it doesn’t seem to 
bleed much, Dr, Ballard 
is examining the possi- 
bility that although the 
cells expand in size as 
they accumulate deposits 
of fat the number of 
capillaries serving them 
,remains the same, If 
that turns out to be true, 
the ratio of blood vessels 
to the size and weight 
of the tissue decreases 
as the fat accumulates, 
and it would explain why 
ir” hard to see the 
capillaries buried within 
the fat, 

To put this aspect of 
her study another way: 
One of the questions the 
California scientist isin- 
vestigating is whether, in 
an overweight person, the 
number and pattern of 
blood vessels remain the 
same as they were before 
he got fat, or whether in- 
creasing deposits of fat 
also cause an increase 
in the vasculature or a 
change in the pattern of 
vessels, 

Today there is ascien- 
tific spotlight onthe whole 
subject of fat metabolism 
(the process by which fat 
is stored and maintained 
in the body and distributed 
or used as energy) be- 
cause it is recognized that 
the process of converting 
fat to usable energy is 
vital to good health, Not 
only obesity but the most 
prevalent cardiovascular 
diseases and many prob- 
lems of aging may stem 
from disturbances of fat 
metabolism, 

This Heart Fund and 
supported research pro- 
mises to yield needed ba- 
sic information on the 
subject, for, as the re- 


sult of Dr, Ballard’s 
studies, it now seems 
more likely than ever 


that the disposal of fat 
in thé body is closely tied 
to the control of blood 
circulation in the fat, 
Two hormones, se- 
creted naturally-—e,g., in 
times of fear, anger or 
other strong emotions 
--can powerfully affect 


the blood circulation in 
most tissues; epine- 
phrine, also known as 


adrenaline, and norepine- 
phrine, the chemical 
transmitter of nerve im- 
pulses, Dr, Ballard has 
been examining the effect 
that these hormones have 
on circulation in fat, 
After injecting a quan- 
tity of epinephrine or nor- 
epinephrine into a vein, 
she measures the changes 
each injection produces 
in the rate of blood flow 
into and out of a fat depot, 
She also measures the 


amount of glycerol and 
free fatty acids in the 
blood coming from the 
fat depots, These are 
products created from the 
breakdown of fat. The 
fatty acids are used up as 
energy. Measuring the 
breakdown products will 
show the relation of blood 
flow to fat disposal, 
Norepinephrine, the 
nerve messenger, cone 
stricts the blood vessels 
in most tissues, But in 
some fat tissue, Dr, Bal- 
lard has found, it appears 
to narrow or dilate the 
capillaries, depending on 
how much hormone 
reaches the fat. From 
this finding she specu- 
lates that a person under 
great physical or emo- 
tional strain secretes 
large amounts of nore- 
pinephrine into. this 
bloodstream, The large 
amount dilates the capil- 
laries in fat depots, in- 
creasing the flow of blood 
through them, and by that 
means moving more fat 
from the depots to be 
used up by other organs, 
in fat people the regu- 
latory process of break- 
ing down fat is apparent- 
ly not operating effective- 
ly, perhaps because their 
hormonal balance is off, 
It’s not clear, however, 
whether the imbalance is 
cause of effect--whether 
overeating causes the 
hormonal imbalance, or 
whether some other cause 
creates the imbalance, 
which in turn blocke the 
regulatory process nor- 
mally removing extra fat, 
Dr. Ballards’ finding 
that all fat tissue is not 
alike was made early in 
her long-term study, The 
differences she found are 
variations in the tissue’s 
response to stimuli, After 
receiving norepinephrine 
or direct nerve stimula- 
tion, the capillaries in 
subcutaneous (under the 
skin) fat immediately 
constrict and narrow the 
flow of blood, But the 
fatty sheet covering the
